A short time ego the ltev. 
Father 
Tftalborg, s Catholic priest, gave his 
opinion of the Bennett lair, which pro­ 
vides that the English language shall be 
tanght in the parochial schools of the 
(Tate. 
He makes the statement that the 
Germans should be taught the German 
for “if they lose their nationality, they 
lose their good morals.” This is charg­ 
ing 
that 
American 
Catholics 
are 
more 
immoral than 
foreign Catho­ 
lics, and that learning the English 
language begets 
immoral characters! 
The Rev. Walburg make* another state­ 
ment: “ A foreigner who lose3 his nation­ 
ality etands in danger of losing his faith 
and his nationality.’’ Of course, every 
American oitizeu will protest against the 
charges of 
Father 
iValburg, for it is 
a libel against Irish and American Cath- 
o’los, and against the American people 
in general. 
The Gazette takes pleasure in repro­ 
ducing an item from the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tin el which will be read with interest 
because it bears directly upon the point 
in question. A writer says: 
In marked 
distinction with 
these 
Wald burg utterances, let me give you an 
extract from a conversation which re­ 
cently took place in Milwaukee between 
an intelligent Irish Catholic priest and a 
Polish priest of the same faith. 
The 
reader can easily dieoern which ie the 
best exponent of the true Catholic faith 
and the most patriotic citizen. 
Said the Polish priest: “ We must keep 
our children from learning to read and 
write English, for if we do not they will 
lose their language, and if they lose 
their language they will soon lose their 
faith.” 


“Nonsense,” replied the Irish priest. 
“ Why do you give utterance to such talk 
aa that ? It is both a reproach to the 
Catbolis faith and to good common sense. 
Is the Catholic faith so transitory that it 
cannot stand up before the English lan­ 
guage? 
Cannot God understand En­ 
glish? 
Look at the 
Irish people. 
Where can you find more devoted or 
faithful Cotholios than they are? 
Yet 
they do not know a word of the Polish 
language and every one of them have 
been taught the tenets cf their faith in 
English. ” 


The Gazette wishes to take an illustra­ 
tion or two to show how the English 
language is neglected in certsmparoohial 
schools. 
There is a church school in 
Fort Atkinson whLh has been establish­ 
ed for more than twenty years, and in all 
that time the English languege has not 
been taught in it; neither can the teach­ 
er of the tchoel fpeek English so as to 
be understood. 
The cc linty superintendent of schools 
of Jefferson county reports that in the 
parochial schools at Helenville which has 
180 scholars, while the district school 
near by bas only ‘20 scholars. 
The par­ 
ochial scbcol bas been in existence for a 
quarter of a century, and so far as can 
be learned, tie only institution in that 
neighborhood in which the 
English 
language is taught, is the little district 
school. Plenty of corresponding in­ 
stances can be found in this state. 
If the church assumes to teach a child 
it certainly owes it to both the child aud 
the state, that it shall be taught the lan­ 
guage of his own country. It is hard to 
think that a church would be so derileot 
in its duty towards the children commit­ 
ted to its charge as to refuse to teach it 
the language of the country in which it 
expects to grow to msnhocd cr woman­ 
hood. 
It is because cf this growing evil tbit 
the Bennett law was enacted. It is an at­ 
tempt to give the little German boy and 
girl as fair a chance in the race of life > 
as the Yankee boy and girl, and every 
parent ought to see that this is right. 


No one will doubt Mr. Moody’s ortho­ 
doxy, neither will they deny the state­ 
ment that he is a man of uncommon 
terne and rare judgment. While speak­ 
ing of temperance in Chicago last ween 
he took occasion to say: 
I believe in prohibition, but not in the 
third party. 
I also believe that there is 
no use in having a law until there is a 
public sentiment that will secure an en­ 
forcement of it. lf I could enact a pro­ 
hibition law in Illinois t*> morrow by 
turning over my hand I wouldn’t turn it 
ever, because I don’t believe the state is 
ripe for it. 
A prohibition law could not 
be enfoiced fin the cities, j 
No reasonable perron can deny that 
Mr. Moody is wise in making this state­ 
ment. 
A law which cannot be enforced 
should not be placed on the statute 
b leks. A law which is a dead letter, one 
which is isolated constantly, is worse 
ban no law at all; this is ^Mr. Moody’s 
idea. It is Lyman Abtfott’a opinion, and 
it is a just one. 
“ Mr. Moody believes 
that a public 
temperance 
sentiment 
should precede the law, and whenever he 
has a chance he labors to create it, but 
he has not yet made the progress be 
deems necessary to justify a prohibitory 
law for large cities where the majority cf 
the people are hostile to it.” 
Toe voice 
from Connecticut is in harmony with 
the voice of Mr. Moody. 
In that state 
prohibition has been defeated almost 
four to one. This docs not express the 
temperance sentiment of the state as to 
abolishing saloons, but it was rather an 
expression against making a constitu­ 
tional law which oannot be enforced.

B u f f a lo , N. Y., Oct 9.—A most shock­ 
ing case of murder and suicide occurred at 
43 Main street at an early hour this morn­ 
ing. 
Charles F. Orris, who resided with 
his mother, Mrs. Mary King, shot h?r at 
about J4 o’clock while ’she was sleeping, 
and then committed suicide by cutting his 
throat from ear to ear with a razor. 
The room where the crime was commit­ 
ted presented a terrible sight. 
In a little 
bed-room lay the murdered woman. 
An 
ugly bullet wound in her face told the 
cause of death. 
She lay as if quietly 
sleeping, and undoubtedly never realized 
what had happened to her. 
Even tho 
bedclothes, though saturated with blood 
from the wound, were not disturbed. 
After killing his mother the murderer 
walked to a table near by and hastily 
scribbled the following admission of his 
guilt on threo separate pieces of brown 
paper. 
Theso were found in 
his vest 
pocket this morning. 
They read as fol­ 
lows: 
“I should prefer cremation, if possible. 
Please don’t bother our relations about tho 
matter, for they have trouble enough. 
I 
hope my friends will not think tho worse 
of me for this. 
I am tired of living and 
that is enough. 
Mother could not get 
along without me, so I ended her suffering 
also. 
Good-by, friends, and may you all 
be happy. 
Ch arles F. Orris. ” 
After writing the above note surround- 
{"0" Indicate that. the youth went up to a 
mirror and cut his throat rrom em . 
with a razor. 
He then walked across tho 
room, sat down in a chair, and smoked a 
cigarette while his life blood was oozing 
out.

P oured C arbolic A cid D ow n H er Own 
and H er C hild’s T hroat. 
C h ica g o, Oct 9.—Made despondent and 
perhaps driven temporarily insane by 
sickness and worry, Mrs. Fritz Katz of 
No. 443 Belden avenue killed her six- 
weeks-old baby, Henrietta, by pouring 
half an ounce or more of pure carbolic 
acid down its throat and then committed 
suicide by swallowing a dose of the deadly 
poison herself. 
Mrs. Katz took advantage of a moment 
when her sister Amelia Ascher was absent 
from her bedroom preparing food for the 
child. 
She took the poison from the 
bureau drawer and her purpose was ac­ 
complished in a moment 
Her husband 
entered the house at that moment, just in 
time to hear her screams of agony. 
Physi­ 
cians were soon at the house. 
The baby 
had in the confusion been taken to another 
room, 
and 
the 
physicians 
paid 
all 
their 
attention 
to 
the 
dying 
woman, without at first being able to 
tell what was the cause of her condition. 
Rather strangely the smell of carbolic acid 
was not noticeable about her, and it was 
not until one of the doctors had picked up 
the baby and noticed that its mouth and 
chin had been burnt by the poison, the 
odor of which was very plain, that he dis­ 
covered the cause. 
A search was made for 
the bottle, and it was found empty in the 
woman’s bed. 
Mrs. Katz was not con­ 
scious for more than a minute or two 
after taking the poison, but lived for 
nearly an hour. 
The child lived a few 
minutes longer. 


O RGANIZED IN CE N D IA R ISM . 


R ep eated A ttem pt* to B urn th e Tow n of 
M exico, M o. 
M e x ic o, Mo., Oct. 9.—Great excitement 
exists here over an organized attempt made 
last night to burn the pricipal residence 
portion of the the town 
No less than 
four incendiary fires occurred within a 
space of six hours, and the incendiaries 
were driven away from 
their 
work 
in two instances before they could apply 
the torch to the buildings which they in­ 
tended to burn. 
The barns of John 
Savinets, the Rev. P. B. Cassill, ex-State 
Senator Webb M. Ruby, and John Wright 
were all set on fire between 8 o’clock and 
midnight, and were burned, together with 
the contents. 
In each case it was with 
great difficulty that the residences of the 
persons named were saved from the fire. 
Shortly after midnight the police surprised 
the incendiaries at their work in the barns 
of Col. John F. Williams and Dr. A. B. 
Miller. 
Two negro girls were arrested for 
complicity in the crime, but were released 
for lack of evidence. 
This attempt to burn the town is sup­ 
posed to result from the arrest and con­ 
viction last week of several members of a 
band of negro burglars, who are believed 
to be seeking revenge.

Maine railroad station until 2 o’clock in 
the morning, when it was run slowly and 
without jolting to Manchester, and the 
members of the party opened their eyes in 
the State of New' Hampshire. 
At the sta­ 
tion were Senator Blair, Mayor Varney, 
aud a committee representing the great 
corporations of Manchester. 
These gen­ 
tlemen cordially welcomed the congress, 
and in carriages the guests were driven 
through tho business part of the town. 
They heard with amazement that in this 
comparatively small city half a million 
spindles were whirling and 14,000 looms 
were weaving railes per clay of fabrics of 
all kinds. After looking over the factories 
the party woro escorted to a new mill, 
where in one-half of a great hall, 400 by 
IOO feet, had been arranged a display of 
textile and other goods produced in Man­ 
chester in the half of one working day. 
When the exhibit had been duly admired 
the party was seated at luncheon furnished 
by the citizens, and shortly after noon 
started for Portland. 
P ortland, Maine, Oct. I).-— From the 
display of Manchester's combined product 
of manufacture each foreign delegate took 
away samples and prico lists. 
When tho 
special train had started on its four hours* 
journey to this city there was a busy scene 
in each car. 
The foreigners had tables 
set, each in his section, anti for tho first 
time since the beginning of the trip the 
North Americans witnessed the systematic 
methods of the Central and South Ameri­ 
cans. 
Tho samples of goods and cloths 
were spread out. 
Tho secretaries werC 
then employed in writing quick brief 
memoranda and comments dictated 
their chiefs, and, as tho work went : for­ 
ward, the impressions or remarks of the 
delegates concerning each of the various 
products when committed to paper were 
fastened to tho respective samples ana 
packed away for reference and for future 
use. 
Tho train reached Portland at 4 o’clock. 
Carriages wero in waiting and the ex­ 
cursionists started on a drive through the 
city. 
Tho citizens were prepared for the 
visitors, 
and flags floated from many 
buildings. 
Almost every window on th6 
route was filled with faces, 
hats were 
raised, and the children turned out in 
numbers. 
Just at dusk tho Falmouth 
house was reached and tho guests were es­ 
corted to 
tho reception-rooms,

Mayor Melcher and a committee of forty 
citizens welcomed them, ’’’ho visitors wt/o 
afterward entertained at a banquet at 
which over two hundred gentlemen wero 
present.

W a s h in g t o n , 
Oct. 
9 .—Tho 
Knights 
Templars have captured the city; their 
victorious banners are seen everywhere; 
W ashington has surrendered to the sol­ 
diers having the cross for their insignia. 
The triennial conclave proper began 
Tuesday. 
Tho 
army 
commandaries 
and grand commanderies have been m ar­ 
shaling for tho last two days, and nights and 
day there has been beating of drums and 
marching and countermarching of com­ 
manderies in showy uniforms, while the 
local knights have been busy showing 
attention to their visiting brethren. 
By 9 o’clock Tuesday morning the com­ 
manderies were astir, each preparing for 
a place in the division of the grand parade 
of which it was to form a part. 
A short 
time a{ter this hour the first division of 
the parade met, and, formihg on F street, 
marched to the Ebbitt house, where it was 
to form the escort for the grand encamp­ 
ment. 
Shortly after IO o’clock the grand on- 
aampment, 
escorted 
by this 
division, 
moved to the capitol. 
The other eleven 
divisions of the parade were formed near 
tho capitol a t l l o’clock, ready to fall 
into line and march past tho White House, 
to be reviewed bO the President, and past 
the reviewing stand of the eminent grand 
master. 
A grand stand had been erected in front 
of the W hite House for the use of the 
President and invited guests, and tho 
eminent grand master reviewed the pro­ 
cession from the stand at the corner of 
Thirteenth and K streets. 
The line of 
march was from the capitol up Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue, and past the W hite House 
to K street, and down K street to Thir­ 
teenth. 
When the procession moved thoro were 
15,000 knights in line. 
There wero no 
J carriages, except those conveying the of­ 
ficers of tho Grand Encampment, and no 
mounted companies, only commanding of­ 
ficers of divisions being mounted. 
The 
members wore 
their 
full uniform of 
K night Templar with swords, and hats 
decorated with flowing plumes and all the 
details of the handsome regalia of the Sir 
Knights. 
Each division was preceded by 
a band in brilliant uniforms which, with 
the officers mounted on richly caparisoned 
horses, gave to the spectacle a most strik­ 
ing and impressive appearance. 
Stands 
had been erected at various points along 
the avenue from which the citizens and 
visitors viewed the pageant, and the roofs, 
windows, doofs and sidewalks were crowd­ 
ed for miles along the line. 
The procession consisted of twelve divis­ 
ions, headed by Eminent Sir M. M. P ar­ 
ker, chief marshal, with chief of staff and 
aides. 
A tter the parade passed tho reviewing 
stand it proceeded to the Masonic temple 
as the escort to the grand encampment, 
which began its secret session immediately 
on the arrival at the temple. 
When tho grand encampment convened 
in the temple Commissioner Douglass de­ 
livered the address 
of 
welcomo 
on 
behalf 
of 
tho 
citizens 
of the 
Dis­ 
trict of 
Columbia, 
and 
Grand 
M ar­ 
shal 
Parker 
welcomed 
them 
on 
behalf of tho Knights Templar of the dis­ 
trict. 
Grand Master ltoome responded, 
after which all the knights not members 
of the grand encampment retired and the 
address and report of tho grand master 
were read. 
The report is voluminous. 
The grand master recommended the se­ 
lection of Ascension day as a day of 
especial commemoration and religious ser­ 
vices by the order throughout tho country. 
He then devoted a great deal of space to 
tfyo Iowa trouble. 
He said tho grand 
commandery of that State had attem pted 
to nullify the deliberate will of tho grand 
encampment, and though still professing 
loyalty to tho grand encampment and tho 
constitution, its deeds had belied its empty 
Jdo admitted that 
the ritual 
1886 had not commended itself to all State 
commanderies, but insisted th at while it 
was in force it was tho bounden duty of 
knights to obey it. 
Iowa did not rest with 
criticism, did not submit such alterations 
as it deemed advisable, but attem pted to 
do away with the law of the grand 
encampment and questioned the constitu­ 
tionality of its legislation. 
He m ain­ 
tained th^t the adoption of a 
ritual 
In 1886 was in aid of the prerogative of 
the grand master, and that the duty then 
immediately devolved upon him of seeing 
th at it should be used everywhere, and 
when the grand commander of the State 
of Iowa questioned his authority to order 
tho use of the new ritual in the Iowa com­ 
mandery he felt justified in issuing an 
edict declaring the grand commandery of 
Iowa and all sir knights in its jurisdiction 
to be in a state of disloyalty and rebel­ 
lion. 
He declared that he had no ill feel­ 
ing for his erring Iowa brethren, and what 
he had done had been intended solely to 
promote the dignity of tho order. 
F ur­ 
ther than this he wished to be distinctly 
understood as in no way taking up tho 
cause of the ritual as adopted. 
In con­ 
cluding he recommended great gentleness 
in dealing with the unfortunate state of 
affairs. 
Before tho reading of the grand m aster’s 
address the Iowa trouble loomed up, a 
resolution being 
offered excluding the 
members from that State from the session. 
This resolution was carried and the Iowa 
members somewhat indignantly withdrew. 
Gen. 
Roome, grand master of the order, 
who had declared tho Iowa commandery 
and its members in rebellion, had nothing 
to do with offering this resolution, but 
simply placed it before the convention. 
It 
is authoritatively announced he took no 
side in the m atter during the discussion of 
the resolution. 
Shortly after the reading of Gen. Roome’s 
address the conclave adjourned over night. 
In the afternoon there was an excursion 
on the Potomac river. 
In tho evening 
receptions were given to the visiting 
knights by the local grand and subordinate 
visiting commanderies at tho respective 
headquarters. 
About one thousand W ashington bicyc­ 
lists paroded on their wheels at night. 
The bicycles were gayly decorated with 
lanterns and bright colors, and the array 
was an 
imposing one. 
Pennsylvania 
avenue, from the capitol to the treasury, 
was a succession of twinkling, moving 
lights, and the effect of the scone was 
heightened by the bright moonlight. 
W oman’s Hights Congress a t Denver. 
D enver, C ol, Oct, 9.—The seventeenth 
annnal congress for tho advancement of 
women is in session here. 
The opening 
address was delivered by the president, 
Mrs. Julia W ard Howe, and papers were 
read by Mrs. Louisa Linton of Minnesota 
on “ Women in Science,” and Mrs. Helen 
S. 
Shedd of Illinois, on “ Woman in Af­ 
fairs.” 
Other papers were read a t last 
night’s session, and after adjournm ent a 
reception was tendered the delegates by 
Mrs. Gov. 
Cooper. 
There are abc^t fifty 
delegates present, 
representing almost 
every section of the United States.

Ohio; Qarriton, New Jersey; Gailor, Ten­ 
nessee; Burg win, 
Pittsburg; Judd, 
Chi­ 
cago; 
Woolworth, 
Nebraska; 
Brown, 
Massachusetts. 
The committed will report 
to the general convention of 1892. 
A resolution looking to the admission of 
a ne w diocese in California within the pres­ 
ent limits were passed. 
The committee on the consecration of 
new bishops reporting favorably it was 
resolved to consecrate Dr. 
William A. 
Leonard bishop for Southern Ohio and 
Thomas F. Davies bishop for Michigan. 
Resolutions permitting 
the re-establish­ 
ment of the primitive order of deaconesses 
were referred. 
A sensation was caused by a resolution 
offered by Mr. Stotsenberg, Indiana, ask­ 
ing for the creation of a new house of 
American archbishops with five members 
from five archdioceses—namely: Northern 
and eastern, 
central, northwestern and 
Pacific, southern, and southwestern. 
It 
was referred to the committee on canons. 
Dr. Gibson of New York moved that the 
Athanasian creed be inserted and printed 
in the American prayer books, together 
with what are known as 
“damnatory 
clauses.” 
It was referred to the commit­ 
tee on revision of the creed. 
The report of the committee on judicial 
system was read, recommending that in 
every diocese the mode of trying the pres­ 
byters and the deacons may be instituted 
by a convention of the diocese until a 
general convention otherwise decrees. 
Mr. Burguin of Pittsburg spoke at some 
length on the desirability of a change in 
the existing methods of trial. 
Many of those present opposed the plan 
advocated by the committee and a warm 
debate ensued with the result that no 
definite action was taken. 
The committee appointed to nominate 
the trustees of the General Theological 
seminary named the following: 
The Rev. 
Drs. Dawes of Pennsylvania, Colt of New 
Hampshire, 
Astwill of Ohio, King of 
Rhode Island, Mills of New Jersey, and 
W. H. Burgwin of North Carolina.
